from imprisonment wherein it was stated that the Subject was 
committed to the Terre Haute, Indiana penitentiary on April 
19, 1946, and that on May 19, 1949, he would have been 
imprisoned for thirty days past his three year sentence solely 
for non payment of the imposed fine. It was further stated 
herein that the Subject has no property exceeding $20,00 in 
value except such as is by law exempt from execution for debts,
